“ The coincidence of the expedition 
to the English coast and the victory 
in the East continues to cause general 
rejoicing. 
Although the headquarters 
report is chary of details there is 
general expectation that the Russian 
defeat w ill prove to have been com­ 
plete. 


“ From details already available, how­ 
ever, it seems safe to m y that the 
victory has freed Germany for a long 
period from any possible menace of 
invasion from the east. The Austrians 
appear to have done their work quite 
as thoroughly. 
The political effect of 
the victory also is likely to be ad­ 
vantageous as regards certain powers 
whose attitude might depend on the 
course of the events of the war. 
“ W hile nearly the whole press is 
disposed to consider Field 
Marshal 
von Hlndenburg's victory in the light 
of an utter crushing of the Russians 
the m ilitary critics of the Vorwaerts 
speak in a more moderate tone. 
“ ‘The talk of a destructive defeat 
of the Russians is for the present a 
senseless 
and 
misleading 
exaggera­ 
tion,’ says this critic. 
An arm y of a 
million men like the Russian army, 
which, indeed, in the past four weeks, 
has suffered severe losses but which 
always has been able to fill the gaps 
with recruits, does not let itself lie 
destroyed under present conditions on 
a front of several hundred kilometers. 
(A kilometer is about two-thirds of a 
m ile.)’ 
“V ien n a’s report indicates that the 
Russians are still maintaining the ag­ 
gressive In the Carpathians, but de 
d ares they are retreating elsewhere. 
’I hat Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
w ill follow up his advantage to the 
f ill extent may confidently be expect­ 
ed.”
